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i. he government is eoncerned abou. increasing the coel production of the country, 


which fell off during the past yeer. The causes were inadequate manpower, 
flight of workers from the mines, poor labor management, inadequate pey, 
unkept progises, and primitive living cnnditions. The minerts calling has 

no attractions for young men, beceuse a miner earns hardly more than a common 
laborer. The workers ere mostly untrained. Under these conditions protuction 
ean hardly be inereased without modern machinery, The economy, however, 
requires more and more conl, because the socialized industry is steadily 
being enlarged. 


2, A vullding worker get 106 dinara per cubic meter, and the daily norm is 
1.5 evbie meters. Yn the great Rabe gpd wines, where conditions comparatively 
are the best, a miner gets 96 dinars per cubic meter and the daily norm 1s 
1.6 euble meters. The rewards of tuilding work are better by 58 percent 
then those of coal mining. 


3. In spite of the “soclalised econemy* wages are not feirly and uniformly regulated. 

| For example, the average monthly wage of a miner in the bauxite mines is 5,870 dinara; 
in the Golubovac coal mines it is 3,800 dinars, and in fis RaB%e coal mines {t is 
5,400 dinars. In contrast, a skilled workman in the Rade Kon¥ar electrice) factory 
at Bagreb receives 6,600 dinars a month, and a semi-skilled workman gets 4,500 
Givers, These rates are exclusive of allowances for families and children, 


4. A new central hydro station is being bullt at Yuzenica, near Maribor. Extensive 


construction work is going on. The metalwork for the station is supplied by 
the Franc Lesko¥ec Works, ;

Werk on the nev flotation department for electrolytic copper has commenced at the 
Bor copper shining works, The capacity of the old plant was ina&@guate, and for 
this reason 14 was found necessary to export raw copper instead of electrolyte, 
resulting in a large loss of exchange to the country. A ton of electrolytic 
eopper is worth 12 times a ton of raw copper. ‘The new installation wili have a 
eapseity of 2,000 tons annaally, = ~~ 


A copper vire factory is to be built at Svetosarevo (formerly Jegodina). 
Construction by the state of a copper treating plant at S$evonja (sic) ai planned. 


‘—t ia reported that the Bor nining works by the end of ‘this yeer will have processed 
4,000 tens more copper and pyrite than was originally plenned. 


Kt is reported that part of the Yugoslav copper gufplus finds ite way to Vienna, 

Weere it ie sold et high prices on the illegal market to Czechoslovak, Hungarian 
and Russien agents. fn this way Yugoslavia acquires considerable ancunts of | 
free exchange. It is not certain whether thie is a legally organized government } 
wusiness, or is a private operation by leading individuals in Belgrade. ; 


Experiments with Aiffereat kinds af artillery ammunition are being made at the 
Vigotlac war industry plant near Sarejevo. fhe plats employs 1,450 workers 
ma makes cartridge cases end ertiliery amsunition. 


The Pobeda agricultural machinery factory at Novi Sed hae sachinery of various 
kinds on hand worth 300 million dinars. he machines are standing uncovered in the 
open, exposed to the weather, and many of them have already rusted because there 
are no buyers for them, although the country suffers from a shortage of farm 
machinery. The factory management recently made a 10 percent reduction in wages. 


fhe heads of the Economie Council are worried over the threat of a national food 
shortage. They would like to use the credit of $99,000,000 provided for the 
purchase of raw materials to buy foodstuffs. The government expected a mich 
larger credit. The damage from drought is officially estimated at 1:0 billion 
dinars. Brought, however, was not the only cause of the poor harvest. The ill- 
Pissed land re@istribution, and the expulaion of the industrious Swabians and. 
part of the Hungerien minority, and the partition of their confiscated ficlis 
among agriculturally untaught South Slavs are the reasons why Yugoslaviats 
agricultural production has decreased each year since the seizure of power by 
the Communists. Yow, if grain anf provisions to the amount of $90,000,000 have 
to be imported, the economic strength of the country will be weakened, and 

the importation of raw materials, without which industry cannot produce and the 
amay cannot be re-equipped, will have to be cut dank. 


A livestock census has been ordered for 16 to 20 January 1953. Even the oumber 
of wares of bees held in private omership, by cooperatives ani by collective 
farms mist be reported. On the other hand, the goverment in recent months has 
yrted. sheep, allegedly to the musber of 30,000 head, to Greece, ani has bought 
tractors with the exchange acquired thereby. 
Highway traffic is unable to keep pace with the requirements of modern life 
in Yagoslavie. ‘The main reason is the bad condition of the vehicles. The 
thousands of trucks delivered by UWRA in 1945 and 1946 are worn out; besides , 
their gesoline supplies have been cut off. They used more than 30 liters of gasoline 
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per 100 kilometers. the trucks of the Yugoslav Plonser Avtomablie Peetory
